H o rro rs o f (h e C o n tra c t I'ria o n S ystem in 
K en tu c k y . 


C i n c i n n a t i . April 23d.—A thorough ex­ 
amination of the practical workings of the 
convict contract system of Kentucky has 
shown such neglect, cruelty and starvation 
as cannot he duplicated this side of Siberia. 
The investigation was conducted mainly 
at Greenwood, where 218 convicts 
arc- 
worked in the mines, a company of militia 
being on the ground to prevent free miners 
from overpowering the guards and setting 
the convicts free. Uf these 218 nearly (JO 
were sick last week from overwork and in­ 
sufficient food. They are kept in two log 
houses, fell of cracks, and heated by only 
one stove. 
Many of the men were frost­ 
bitten last winter. 
These houses were 
built for seventy-five men, but two h u n ­ 
dred and eighteen now occupv them. The 
men see the sun only as they’ go from 
the barracks to the mine, in which they 
work eleven hours. 
Hard tasks are se't 
them, and failure is met by whipping with 
a strap, which is always applied to the bare 
skin. Terrible tales are told of the horrors 
arising from its use. The strap es used here 
is fully equal to the Russian knout. From 
March 0th to the 13th forty whippings were 
inflicted with it. Three w'eeks ago Janies 
Andres, a w hite convict, deliberately killed 
John Davis, his partner in m ining’ for the 
sole reason that he might be sent to Frank­ 
lin, where m urderers and like grades of 
criminals are kept. Andres was not even 
strapped. That punishm ent is reserved for 
lighter offenses. Mason, Foard & Co.. who 
hire the convicts from the State, make 
§11 4!» m onthly profit off each one. There 
are 1,100 in all, and the firm makes a big 
fight against an investigation or a change 
of contract. 
F rig h tfu l W o rk o f a M an iac M o th e r. 
K eypobt (S. J.), April 23d.—At the 
home of J. Monroe Smith, seven miles 
south of this place, to-day a most dreadful 
tragedy occurred. Mr. Sm ith is 55 years 
old, and his wife 43, and the mother of six 
children, aged 10. 18, 13, 11, 7 and 4 years, 
respectively. Some years ago the wife and 
mother was sent to an insane asylum, and 
was discharged a year later presumably 
cured. 
Last fall she had severe pains in 
her head, and her 
husband sent her 
to 
her 
brother’s 
house 
in 
Eliza­ 
beth, where she improved greatly and 
returned home a short time ago. This 
morning, after breakfast, she went to one 
of the outbuildings on the premises, and 
after swallowing a dose of "rough on rats,” 
returned to the house with an ax concealed' 
under her dress. 
Eva, her four-year-old 
daughter, was still sleeping when 
the 
mother entered the bed-chamber. 
Lifting 
the ax above the sleeping child, the maniac 
mother brought it down, splitting the little 
one's head open, killing her instantly. She 
then attacked Rufus, aged 13, dealing him 
several savage blows on the head with the 
poll of the ax. 
S ext her 11-year-old 
daughter begged for mercy, hut the terrible 
blood-stained ax whirled in the air, and 
went crashing into the fragile little head. 
The 18 year-old daughter then locked the 
baby in an adjoining room and ran scream­ 
ing outside to apprise her father of the 
awful work within. After a terrible strug­ 
gle. the woman was secured. Une of the 
children is dead, and the others are likely 
to die before morning. Mrs. Smith is her­ 
self in a very precarious condition. 
H eb rew T e c h n ic a l S chool A n n iv e rsa ry . 
S ew York. April 23d.—The second an­ 
niversary ofthellebrew Technica! Institute 
was celebrated at the Temple Emanuel 
last evening before a very large audience. 
Jesse Seligman presided.' The event of the 
evening was an address by Carl Schurz, in 
which he presented the advantages of in ­ 
dustrial training to all boys, particularly 
the Hebrews, who so long 'shunned m an­ 
ual trades. Schurz acknowledged that he 
did not approve of sectarianism in these 
schools, but in the case of the Jews there 
were circumstances which made it advis­ 
able specially to foster manual training. 
He dealt with great emphasis on the fact 
that schools make independent, self-re­ 
specting boys and men. The chief merit 
of schools, Schurz. asserted, was not that 
they made boys perfect in their trades, but 
taught, them how to learn more and grow 
in skill.

F o r t S m i t h (Ark.), April 23d.—Jam es 
\N asson and Joseph Jackson were executed 
here to-day for murders committed in In ­ 
dian Territory. 
Anticipating a respite, 
U nited btates Marshal Carroll postponed 
the hour of execution until afternoon. At 
2 o'clock the prisoners were dressed and 
ihe death warrants read. They were then 
ironed, and after bidding their fellow pris­ 
oners good-by. were taken to the scaffold at 
3 o’clock. 
Before being handcuffed, Jack­ 
son attempt™ to cut his throat W itu a 
bottle which some of the prisoners used as 
a flower vase, but was prevented by the 
guards, after he had cut an ugly ga’sh in 
his neck. 
This makes seventy-one men 
banged on this gallows within the past 
twelve years—all for murders committed 
in Indian Territory. 
Morganfiei-d (Ky.;. April 23d.—Fowler, 
who was hanged to-day, 
weighed 245 
pounds, and the fall broke the rope. 
It is 
supposed, however, that his neck was 
broken. H e was raised by several men. 
the rope was tied to a beam and he was 
left hanging for twenty minutes. 
The 
iuurdvrer was » persistent suitor for a 
young woman's hafld. and after repeated 
rejections waylaid and killed her, nearly 
severing her head from her body with a 
knife.

M a d rid, April 23d.—An attem pt was 
made this morning to destroy the Church 
of San Luis in this city. An explosive was 
placed inside one of the enormous hollow 


candles which stand on either side of the 
altar. The explosion, instead of taking 
place while the church was crowded, as was 
probably intended, occurred before the peo­ 
ple began to arrive. The edifice was badly 
wrecked. Two sextons, who were in the 
building, were badly burned. The out­ 
rage has produced 'profound and wide­ 
spread excitement and indignation in the 
city. S o trace as to the identity of the

TELEGRAPHIC BKLVITIES. 


The capstone of the Bartholdi statue pe­ 
destal was laid Thursday.

The Spanish Sanitary Council has cu- 
thorized the practice of inoculation, discov­ 
ered by Dr. Ferran, in the event of a recur­ 
rence of cholera iu Spain. 
Sir Charles Dilke expresses «satisfaction 
that the Crawford divcrce case has been re­ 
opened, as he believes be can prove that 
he was blameless in the affair. 
The law partner of ex-President A rthur 
said Thursday : •* I think A rthur's kidney 
trouble is over. His illness is not as serious 
as some people seem to think.”

The publication of the second volume of 
General Grant’s memoirs has been again 
postponed, and the publishers do not ex­ 
pect to get it out before May 10th. 
Frederick S. Turner, General Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Knights of Labor, 
testified yesterday before the House com­ 
mittee on the labor difficulties in the South­ 
west. 
It looks as if prohibition would really 
become a party issue in Pennsylvania in 
the next campaign, with the lines sharply 
drawn be ween the Democrats and Repub­ 
licans. 
Good Friday was observed in Sew York 
yesterday. Services were held in all Cath­ 
olic and Protestant Churches, which were 
attended by large congregations. All the 
Exchanges were closed. 
The police were on hand early in Sew 
York yesterday, to guard the men who 
were running the cars on the Third-avenue 
surface railroad. The cars began running 
at 7:30 o’clock. There was no excitement 
whatever around the depot. 
The Solicitor of the Treasury has in­ 
structed the Vnited States District Attorney 
at San Francisco to bring suit against the 
Sierra Lumber Company to recover about 
$221,800 damages for the conversion of tim ­ 
ber and lum ber taken from public lands. 
Dr. Frisch, the delegate sent by the Aus­ 
trian Government to Paris to investigate 
and report upon Pasteur's system of the 
treatm ent of hydrophobic disease, in a 
public lecture has advised the medical p ro 
fession of the Empire to adopt the French 
savant's method. 
The notice of the confirmation of General 
Rosecrana to be Register of the Treasury 
has not yet reached the President. Upoil 
inquiry, it is learned that the nomination 
is still hung up in the Senate upon a mo­ 
tion to reconsider the vote by which it was, 
a few days ago, confirmed. ’ 
The strike on the Lake Shore Railroad is 
at an end. Chairman Stabb, of the Switch­ 
men's Union, yesterday sent a telegram to 
the strikers at the Forty-third-street yards 
in Chicago, to report to the yard master 
there for duty. There was a general shak­ 
ing of hands and congratulations among 
the men. and everybody seemed pleased. 
A Berlin cablegram 
says : Signs of 
cholera in Germany have created a tre­ 
mendous scare, and the Government has 
revived the enforcement of preventive 
measures adopted and exercised in 1833. 
The police are active in carrying out the 
regulations, and the Sanitary Committee is 
extraordinary watchful.

S early two m onths have elpased since 
this peaceful and righteous crusade against 
the Chinese was inaugurated, and less 
than two weeks remain before it will take 
a new and more serious aspect. On the 1st 
of May what is known as the "boycott" 
will be inaugurated.—[ Los Angeles Ex­ 
press. 
Referring to the strikes and violence in 
the Southwest, the Alameda Argus says : 
The labor organization to the capitalist, 
and that tlie cause of confederated labor to 
maintain its rights, than which no cause is 
purer, nobler or worthier, has received a 
wound in the house of its friends from 
which it will not soon recover.”

C hoosino a B r id e .—The Shanghai Cour­ 
ier says : We learn from the l{u¡>ao that the 
Emperor of China will be married this 
year, so, in accordance with long-estab­ 
lished custom, the Manchu officials who 
hold a civil rank not lower than the fifth 
degree, or a military rank not lower than 
the fourth degree, are obliged to send their 
marriageable daughters (not older than the 
Emperor) who are endowed with peisonal 
attractions, and possessing the necessary 
accomplishments, to the Court of Peking, 
for them to be presented for selection as 
Empress. Many of these aspirants were 
seen to pass Tientsin last year, and a cor­ 
respondent at that port now writes to the 
effect that a certain Taotai of lit? Province 
ot Chekiang has presented his daughter as 
a candidate for the Imperial honor, and 
she is described tjy those who have seen 
her as possessing every requisite of female 
beauty, as well as stately and graceful 
manners. In fact, ordinary damsels can­ 
not be compared with her. and she will no 
doubt stand a good chance of being the fu­ 
ture Empress of China.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , April 23d.—About 4:30 
o'clock this morning Mrs. May Schnuer 
was brought to the Receiving Hospital to 
be treated for an incised wound of the left 
wrist, which she had inflicted upon herself 
in an attem pt to commit suicide. After 
Dr. Dennis had dressed the wound, Mrs. 
Schnuer, in answer to questions, stated 
that some tim e ago she was divorced front 
her husband, John Schnuer. on grounds of 
his indolence. The custody of their two 
children was given to the mother, who en­ 
deavored to keep the wolf from the door 
by opening a little fancy goods store. 
In 
this she failed, and, becoming despondent, 
attempted to end her life last night by 
gashing her wrist with a knife, but instead 
of severing the artery as she intended, she 
only succeeded in cutting the tendons. 
She said she was tired of life and desired 
to die. 
S h e also stated that she had at­ 
tempted suicide in the same m anner once 
before, but was unsuccessful.

cisco Post of last evening says : “ On ac­ 
count of trouble on the Santa Fe road the 
Atlantic and Pacific has declined to take 
any of its contract passengers back to the 
East, but the Central Pacific and Denver and 
Rio Grande, with that motherly kindness 
which distinguishes railroad companies, 
have agreed to take the Atlantic and Pacific 
passengers back over their roads, and by 
presenting A. and P. tickets at the office of 
the Central, on Market street, they will be 
exchanged. 
The A . and P . seems to have 
abandoned the railroad war completely, 
and it is expected that rates will be restored 
in a few days.

IN SOUTHERN MEXICO. 


A YISIT TO LAKE PATZCUAKO AM) 
ITS ISLAM) TOWNS. 


T he Village of .Janicho— Its Cave 
Idols and Sculptured Stones— 
Approach of Holy W eek. 


[Special Correspondence of the Record-Union. J 
P a tz c u a ro (Mexico), A pril 15, 1886. 
Fronting this remarkable town, which 
has no counterpart in the world—unless it 
may be Catalonia—is the village of Janicho, 
built on a beautiful island in the midst of 
the lake. Many romantic stories are told 
of the latter place (pronounced Han-ee-co), 
which is peopled entirely by Indians, who 
mingle little with dwellers on the main 
land, and have preserved their orginality 
intact. Some tell us it is unsafe to go there- 
and that intruders upon the enchanted isle 
have disappeared—never to return ; while 
others affirm that the islanders are so shy 
and timid that tliey hide themselves at the 
approach of a stranger, and therefore “ out­ 
side barbarians ” can seldom get a glimpse 
of them. Determined to lind out for our­ 
selves, we embarked yesterday upon a voy­ 
age of discovery, ala Colombo, as here they 
call the great explorer. Our vessel was a 
long canoe, formed of the hollow trunk of 
a tree, propelled by circular paddles, and 
rowed by a couple of Tartar-looking In­ 
dians with the ugliest faces I ever beheld. 
Out here, as elsewhere, “ beauty is only 
skin-deep," and the ancient saw anent the 
singed cat (“ better than he looks to be ”) is 
often exemplified. Our gondoliers, despite 
their villainous countenances, proved to be 
the most peaceable and obliging of fellows, 
who rowed us around and around the 
shores of the lovely lake, darting into any 
little cove or inlet that struck our fancy, 
chanting wild songs the while for our edi­ 
fication in the original, harmonious Tar­ 
rascan. and even jeopardizing ttieir preci­ 
ous necks in the ellurt to secure fo- us a 
nest of young egrets which Betsy’s sharp 
eyes spied among the rushes. No words 
cun do justice to the 
LOVELINESS OF LAKE PATZCUAEO, 
Clear and placid as one vast mirror, and 
covered with thousands of wild ducks, 
white egrets, tall cranes, blue herons, while 
occasionally was seen a pink - breasted 
spoon-bill, or a scarlet flamingo fishing in 
the shallows. The lake is about thirty 
miles long, by ten or fifteen broad, and of 
great depth in some places. 
Upon one 
shore lies the town of our temporary hab­ 
itation, Patzcuaro; directly opposite — 
about fourteen miles as the’ crow flies—is 
the ancient village of Tzinzunzan, while 
within sight, near the circling sweep of 
waters, rise the gray walls of Tziracuaratiro 
and other Indian villages. The innumera­ 
ble green islands which dot the lake, like 
emeralds set in silver, are each covered 
with cane-stalk jacals and adobe cottages, 
shaded by lime trees, figs, pomegranates 
and olives ; while in the midst of them a 
few scant fields of corn, tobacco an 1 chili 
are cultivated, which three staples com­ 
prise all the “ necessaries of life” lor the 
simple inhabi ants. 
J¿ ficho occupies the largest island, 
which is entirely surrounded by a natural 
screen of fresnos (ash trees), fringed by live 
oaks and “ weeping'’ willows, whose 
drooping branches, sweeping the water, 
alford 
excellent 
hiding 
places 
for 
all those water - fowl who seem to 
whiten 
their 
plumage by constant 
dipping in pools and marshes. 
The 
village consists of a few scattered huts, 
the Alcaldi’s house of more aristocratic 
pretensions, and an old gray church of 
astonishing beauty in such au apparently 
poor community. But though the Jan- 
ichoans live in a way that to our ideas of 
comfort represents the depths of poverty, 
they are all well-to-do, and many of them 
actually in afiluent circumstances. It is 
said that they hurv their money here and 
there about the island or in the walls of 
their houses, and a robbery of the same, or 
a search for another man’s hidden treasure, 
has never been heard of. One citizen was 
pointed out to us as the 
MILLIONAIRE OF THE VICINAGE, 
Who has donated th uusands of dollars to­ 
ward beautifying the church, for which 
good deed he has Don prefixed to his name, 
and is much respected by his neighbors’ 
vet wears a coarse blanket like the rest. 
Happy people!—how we envied them. 
Money is of no value, except for the com­ 
fort and happiness it can purchase, and 
those things depend entirely upon one’s 
ideas of the same. The richest man, with 
his millions saddled upon his back, can get 
little out of them beyond his “board and 
clothes" and a world of care and anxiety. 
These Janichoans, wise in their simple 
content, have all that heart can wish, gen­ 
erous nature supplying their every need 
upon this sunny island, no distracting am­ 
bitions to mar the quiet of their lives—the 
whole world for them lying within the 
limits of vision. 
The chief food of these happy islanders, 
besides the fruits, gourds and other things 
that grow spontaneously, eked out by tor­ 
tillas made from crushed corn and seasoned 
by chili and wild garlic, is the incompar­ 
able whitefish, for which the lake is cele­ 
brated. Being invited bv the Alealdi. who 
came out to meet us, to breakfast at his 
casa, we saw the Indians dart out in tlnir 
canoes and catch the fish, which, half an 
hour later, browned to a turn and fit for a 
king, were smoking upon the table. Then, 
accompanied by the autocrat whose hospi- 
ta.ity we had enjoyed—who was the only 
man in the village without a blanket, 
wearing a print; a ico shirt instead outside 
his blue moreno breeches—we spent a de­ 
lightful afternoon exploring the island. 
First, of course, the church must be visited, 
and out of deference to the natives who 
followed in respectful procession, Betsy 
and I wore our hats in our hands (for any 
sort of bead-covering in church is con­ 
sidered extremely 
a i egious), while' 
Dolores, who had never indulged in such 
gear, drew her black rebosu, nun fashion, 
down tightly over her forehead. Among 
the curiosities of this sanctuary is a life­ 
sized figure of the Virgin, covered from 
head to foot with the most exquisite In­ 
dian embroidery. We felt like doffing cur 
hats to it, if never before to a "graven 
image,” for the unnumbered millions of 
fine stitches represented years of patient 
toil by pious hands, while countless prayers 
and pater Hosiers accompanied the work. 
In this church the organist’s place is 
hereditary, and has descended front father 
to son through many generations. The 
long-haired Indian who played for us—and 
rendered really good music upon a fine-toned 
organ—had such a sweet, gentle expression 
with his beardless face that we could 
hardly believe he was not a young woman, 
although his wife (who looked much older) 
with their several children, stood modestly 
by. The rocky island contains caverns of 
considerable size, in some of which mys­ 
terious idols have been found. We entered 
one of these caves, whose doorway is 
washed by the restless ripples of the lake, 
and found nothing for our pains but á 
pestilential and overpoweringsiench, which 
was immediately explained by a rustling 
of many wings in the daik as a 
COLONY OF DISTURBED B/.TS 
Fluttered in our faces in their blind efforts 
to escape. I have often heard that “ a bat s 
bedroom” is the most vile-smelling place 
in the world, but never before had oppor­ 
tunity to test the statement. In course of 
our rambles we found many large stones 1 
entirely covered with ancient carvings— 
curious hieroglyphics, twisted snakes, 
frogs, liztards and grotesque faces. Who 
carved them, and what manner of people 
once occupied these lake islands no living 
antiquarian is wise enough to tell us. Tar­ 
rascan occupancy may be traced back for 
800 years or more, but it lias been proven 
that these things were not the work of 
their hands, nor the cave idols the divini­ 
ties which they worshiped. 
We touched at various other villages in 
the lake—Xaracuaro, Ynguan, i’acanda 
and Tecuen—at one of which some rural 
fete was in progress. A number of women 
were carrying about a tiower-decked image 
of the Virgin, to the sound of wierd music 
on primitive instruments made of reeds, 
while a boy with a bell preceded the pro- j 
cession, and a number of little children 
ran in advance strewing the green pathway 
with marigolds. It was hard to leave the 
placid lake even when the shadows of 
evening stole gently over its silvery waters. 


Little by little the green islands became in­ 
distinct, and a gray vapor concealed the 
opposites shores,as our patient boatmen.still 
keeping time to the rhythmic motion of 
their circular paddles by songs in an un­ 
known tongue, landed us at last upon the 
pebbly beach of Patzcuaro. 
HOLY WEEK OBSERVANCE. 
As Holy Week approaches, the great 
fiesta time in all the year—a marked 
change is taking place in everything social, 
domestic and religious. The tenets of their 
faith are so closelv interwoven with all the 
affairs of life in Mexico, especially among 
the poorer classes, that the village church 
is the central feature of every rural com­ 
munity, and its attendant priests the real 
rulers of the bodies and souls of their com­ 
municants. Among other preparations, to 
fitly observe the sacred season, great 
quantities of palms are being secured, some 
of the Indians traveling off for them on 
foot as far as the distant tierra caliente. 
They are generally cut in branches from 
five to ten feet high, carefully dried, and 
braided into numerous shapes and devices. 
On Palm Sunday the churches will be filled 
with them, and each person who enters will 
carry one, making the whole interiors look 
like vast moving forests—a modern Birnaru 
wood, swayed as by a gentle wind. Dur­ 
ing the services of that day, commemorat­ 
ing Christ’s triumphal entrance into Jeru­ 
salem, the Bishops and priests will bless 
the palms by comprehensive beneilides, that 
their believing possessors may preserve 
them through the year as safeguards 
against storms and sickness and all the ills 
to which tlesh is heir. Afterwards therieh 
decorate their casas with them, and the 
poorest peasants their squalid huts—some­ 
thing as the ancient Druids hung up mis­ 
tletoe boughs, believing that they sheltered 
sylvan spirits which brought good luck to 
the household. Last year we attended 
PALM SUNDAY SERVICE 
At Tlalpam, a village in the suburbs of the 
City of Mexico. After solemn masses, 
much censor-swinging and chanting in Lat­ 
in and Spanish, a grotesque ceremony was 
observed. There was a pause in the deep- 
rolling organ, a shrill piping up of viols 
and reed instruments, and a line of In­ 
dians—led by priests and red-robed choir­ 
boys—filed out from behind the high altar, 
bearing upon their shoulders a wooden 
donkey with an image of Christ astride. 
The beast was not much larger than a 
child’s hobby-horse, with an exaggerated 
“ hang ” hanging over its great glassy eyes, 
the long, silken tail of an Arabian steed 
fastened to its rear, and an air of general 
kick-up-a-tiveness most comical to behold. 
The figure upon its back was gaily attired 
in lace-trimmed drawers, flowing cloak of 
purple silk, long real tresses depending 
from his golden crown, with an uplifted 
saber in one hand and a palm branch in 
the other ! This astonishing spectacle was 
hailed with immense enthusiasm. People 
prostrated themselves before it, bowing 
their faces in the dust, crowding around it 
and trampling one another under foot to 
kiss the hem of the purple robe, and cast­ 
ing their precious palms before it that they 
might receive a double blessing from con­ 
tact with the wooden hoofs.

To G row 1’lauts from C uttings. 
The old wav of rooting cuttings in a 
small glass bottle filled with water is a 
method when a hotbed cannot be used; 
hut the bottle should not stand so close to 
the window as to become hot, and thus 
scald the rootlets. A little cotton or wool 
within the rim of the bottle will prevent 
evaporation. In two or three weeks the 
roots will be plentiful, and then the cut­ 
tings may be transferred to thumb pots, or, 
if the season suits, into the beds. As each 
cutting is taken from the bottle, dip the 
roots into a little warm sand until each 
fiber is coated; this will keep them apart 
and prevent wilting. If pots are used, 
nearly till them with a rich sandy compost, 
and press it to the sides, so as to leave 
room in the center. Put the mots in gently, 
and give the planta little twist to spread 
the roots, or separate them with a hairpin. 
Then put in more soil, and press it about 
the roots. Tight pressing is one of the se­ 
crets oi success in raising plants from cut­ 
tings. Water the young plants well, and 
shade them at first from the sun. 
Cuttings can also be started in pots of 
sandy compost, with a glass tumbler over 
them to confine the moisture, and keep 
them from the sun two or three days; then 
place the pots in the warmest window ex­ 
posed to the southeast. Wet sand is also 
good for growing cuttings, and they will 
start quicker than in compost. A shallow 
pan is preferable; fill it up with sand (not 
sea sand) sopping wet, then press in the 
cuttings tightly, and keep them wet. When 
new leaves show themselves, in two or 
three days, transplant into pots filled with 
light sandy loam. After shading a day or 
two they may have ample sunshine and 
sufficient water to keep them moist. Cut­ 
tings from the fresh growth of a plant 
strike best. It is better to break off a 
branch of geranium than cut it (if it breaks 
easily'). Cuttings of roses, heliotrope, etc., 
will grow better if taken off at the junction 
of the old and new wood, and should be 
cut off just below a point or bud, as the 
roots start from that point; and if a bud is 
not left near or close to the base, the cat­ 
ting is liable to decay in the soil.—[Scien­ 
tific American. 
T hey A lw ays B ite. 
A good-looking, well-behaved stranger 
had been stopping in a country town in 
this Stale for three or four days.’when one 
day, as a dozen men were hanging around 
the hotel doors, a humble youth, with 
white eyebrows and lowered head, passed 
along, leading a calf. Both traveled as if 
it were an every-day thing, but no one 
thought of this until afterward. 
“ Boy 1” called the stranger from the ho­ 
tel steps,” “ what do you want for that 
calf?” 
“ Won’t sell him." 
“ How much does he weigh?” 
“ Nigh upon 160pounds.” 
“ It can’t be. Gentlemen, I’d like to 
wager that I can eome nearer that calfs 
weight than any of you.” 
A dozen citizens got up and walked 
around the calf, and squinted their eves 
and mentally estimated. Then a sort of 
pool was formed to scoop the stranger, and 
$25 was contributed. There were eleven 
guesses to his one, and they ranged from 
117 to 158 pounds. He guessed 1581, and 
when the animal was placed on the scales 
the stranger was only two ounces short. As 
he raked in the pot, and the boy and the 
calf passed on a man drove up in a buggy 
and called out: 
“ This ’ere game has been played all over 
the country, and it’s time to move on some­ 
body ! Where’s the villain ? ’ 
“ Here I am,” answered the stranger. 
“ I arrest you ! Get into the buggy.” 
His satchel was ready, and he got in. and 
it was a whole day before the villagers 
found out that the man with the buggy 
was a confederate employed to do that very 
thing.—[Detroit Free Press. 


R e su l t s o f E n o l is h S a n it a t io n .—Im­ 
proved health laws appear to have pro­ 
duced remarkable results in England and 
Wales, a decided reduction in the death- 
rate having now been mantained for ten 
years and been much greater than during 
the second half of that period than in the 
first. So great has been the recent reduc­ 
tion that, as the Registrar-General points 
out. more than 281,000 persons survived 
the last five years whose deaths would 
have been recorded had the mean 
rate of mortality been equal to that pre­ 
vailing in the ten years 1871-SO. The effect 
on longevity has been indicated by Mr. 
N'oel Humphrey, who states that the re­ 
duction in the death rate from 22.5 in 1838­ 
51 to 20.8 in 1876-80 has added two years to 
the life of every male bom, and three years 
and a half to that of every female.

STATE PRINTING OFFICE. 
A G overnor's M ansion C onverted into a 
H ive of In d u stry . 
The California State Printing office at 
the present time gives employment to more 
skilled laborers than any other half dozen 
establishment a in this city outside of the 
shops of the railroad company. The 
building is a magnificent structure, situated 
in the northwest corner of Capitol Park, 
, directly north of the Agricultural Exposi- 
| tion building. It was originally constructed 
1 by the State for a Governor’s mansion, and 
as such had no superior in the United 
States in appointments and architectural 
beauty. California has had a long line of 
extremely modest Governors, and although 
many were men of great wealth, all refused 
to occupy the palatial building, preferring 
to reside in some of the more unpretentious, 
but elegant buildings of which Sacramento 
has more for its size than any other city in 
the State. For several years the building 
remained unoccupied, an aristocratic but 
uninhabited palace. The Adjutant-General 
finally used the basement for a State 
armory, and the State Printer was quartered 
therein. 
Since the Legislature decided 
that the State should print her own school 
books, a large amount of 
THE LATEST IMPROVED MACHINERY 
For that purpose has been purchased, 
placed in position, and to-day the building 
is occupied from cellar to garret, and alto­ 
gether is one of the best book-printing and 
binding establishments, not only on the 
coast, but in America. On the first floor is 
located the engine, pr< ss and electrotyping 
rooms. On the second floor is the office of 
the Superintendent of State Printing, Col. 
J. J. Ayers, and the composing rooms. The 
t ¡¡rd floor is used as a bindery. M. F. Cum­ 
mings. the Superintendent of this depart­ 
ment. has just completed his work of hav­ 
ing all the machinery placed in position, 
ami has began to turn out work that is 
equal to the best produced anywhere. This 
is the most complete book-binding estab­ 
lishment upon the coast. It would be be­ 
yond the scope of a newspaper item to give 
n detailed statement of the machinery of 
this department, and describe their auto­ 
matic workings. Such a description would 
no doubt bo interesting, for each piece of 
mechanism in this vast department is a 
complete study of itself, and displays in a 
marked degree the wonderful ineetiuity of 
man. 
AMONG THE LEADING MACHINES 
The reporter noted the following : A rotary 
board-cutter; self-acting, 54-inch knife 
grinder; 34-inch table shears ; two power 
case-smoothers; case binding machine; 
roller backing machine; power stabbing 
machine,32-inch Gem cutter; rotary Peer¡ 
less perforator; power steam numbering ma­ 
chine; wire stitcher; turn-table hook trim­ 
mer; ease inking machine; two embossing 
machines; sawing machine; six standing 
presses;. 34-inch paper cutter; smashing 
and embossing machine; 50-inch metal 
ruling machine—the largest on the coast, 
and the only one having a hot cylinder to 
dry the ink; wire hook-sewers, besides nu­ 
merous steam glue-heaters, pressing boards, 
sewing benches, laying presses, large 12- 
hole glue-kettle heater, with a variety of 
other things requisite, down to a common 
bone folder. 
. 
This extensive establishment necessarily 
gives employment to a large number, sup­ 
ports many families and materially adds 
to the prosperity of Sacramento. 
The 
management is excellent—no private busi­ 
ness could he more economically con­ 
ducted—and the State gets value received 
for all the money thus expended. There 
are no drones in this busy'hive, each em­ 
ploye—and they represent every portion 
of the State—renders a good day’s work for 
his salary, and none but sober, industrious 
and comj>etent individuals are given em­ 
ployment. 
EMPLOYES AND WHAT THEY COST. 
I rank Mahon, the book-keeper, and 
Matthew D. Carr, foreman of the State 
Printing Office, furnished the reporter 
with the following figures representing the 
pay-roll of the office for the past two 
weeks : Compositors and binders on State 
work, independent of the school-books, 
$1,792 25; 
compositors, 
electrotvpers, 
binders and engravers on school-books, 
$1.013; total, $2,835 25. Total number of 
employes, 83, of which 38 work in the 
bindery and 24 of whom are young women. 
The latter receive from $9 to’$12 per week, 
in accordance with their proficiency, and 
all are experienced workers. 
THE SCHOOI.-IIOOKS. 
The State Board of Education have ar­ 
ranged to print a series of readers, in three 
parts. The First will contain 128 pages, 
the Second 288, and the Third 512. The 
Speller also has been arranged, but all the 
copy has not yet been placed in the hands 
of the printer. 
The books are printed 
from electrotype plates. The first sheet of 
the Third Reader, sixteen pages, was sent 
to the binders’ room on the 5th instant, 
and since then has advanced to 300 pages, 
all of which arc immediately folded, and 
are ready for binding as soon as the last 
sheets are received. In about two weeks 
they will have the last form, and 25,000 
copies will be hound. The covers are al­ 
ready made, and the book will be turned 
out at the rate of 2,000 per day. The cover 
of the Third Reader in size is 5x74 inches. 
Backs are of maroon leather, embossed 
panels, a star at the top, another at the 
bottom, and an American shield in the 
center, a very handsome design. 
On the 
top panel, in gilt letters, “ Third Reader,” 
and on the lower, “ California Series.” The 
sides are of dark-brown, silk-finished 
cl< th, handsomely embossed in ink, 
with the words in the center, “ Third 
Reader.” On the top, “ California State 
Series," and at the bottom, “ School Text 
Books." The paper is of the best quality, 
the binding the most durable, not easily 
soiled, and very handsome. Immediately 
upon the completion of the Third Reader, 
the First Reader will be taken in hand, 
anil an edition of 60.000 printed and bound 
as quickly as possible. After that an edi­ 
tion of 00,000 of the Second Reader will 
follow, and then the Speller. The First and 
Second Readers will be bound like the 
Third in every respect, except that the 
words " first ’ and "Second" will be sub­ 
stituted for “ Third." 
OTHER STATE BOOKS. 
The State bindery has just turned out an 
edition of 3.000 copies of the first volume of 
“ Irrigation Development. History and Cus­ 
toms, Laws and Administration ; Systems 
Relating to Irrigation, Water Courses and 
Waters in France, Italy and Spain,” by 
W illiam Ham. Hall, C. E., State Engineer. 
It is a book of 622 pages, handsomely hound 
in maroon-colored, silk-finished cloth, and 
appropriately and handsomely embossed 
on the back and sides. 
The bindery has also in hand 3,000 cop­ 
ies of the Report of the State Agricultural 
Society for 1885-86, which is to he bound 
in cloth. Sergeant Barsvick’s Signal Serv­ 
ice report is also in the hands of the bind­ 
ers. The following is but a partial list of 
the work done in the State bindery since 
November last. Hardly a dav passes with­ 
out getting orders for ’ blank books and 
blanks from the various State institutions 
and Commissions, which now number 
forty, the details of which can be seen in 
the records of the bindery : One thousand 
copies of the sixth annual report of the 
State Prison Commission ; Supreme Court 
calendars, November term. 1885 ; 2,000 cop­ 
ies of the report of the State ¡Mineralogist 
for 1885; 1,200 copies of the report of the 
Secretary of the Board of Regents of the 
University of California; 1,000 copies of 
bulletin No. 6, University of California; 
2,500copies of the fish and game laws: 
2.000 copies of the roster of the officers of 
the N. G. C.; 5,000 copies of the register of 
the University of California: 8,000 conies 
of the announcements of the College of 
Dentistry, University of California ; 1 000 
copies of the report of the State Board 
of Dental Examiners; 8,000 copies of 
the announcement of the Medical Depart­ 
ment of the University of California; 
2.500 copies of report of Professor llilgard! 
University of California ; 2,000 copies of 
State Engineer Hall’s report on rain and 
snow fall; 1,000 copies of same official on 
county boundaries ; 1.500 conies of report 
of Chief of Bureau of T.. .r Statistics; 
2.500 copies of report of Colonel Andrews’ 
Commissioner to the New Orleans Exposi­ 
tion ; 1,000 copies of report on Spanish and 
Mexican grants, by the Surveyor-General; 
1.000 copies of report of John' S. Enos, on 
convict labor; 20.000 teachers’ report 
blanks; 3,000 copies of report of the State 
Agricultural Society for 1885 : 3.200 volumes 
of State Engineer Hall's work on irriga­ 
tion.

T he N atu ral and R ig h t N am e, 
E ds. R ecobd-U nio n : 
It is an unfortu­ 
nate circumstance that there has arisen any 
question or dispute about the name of this 
portion of our State, and the sooner this 
question is fully and finally settled the 
better, its continuance creates confusion 
and retards settlement. In the first place 
there never was any reason or excuse for 
designating the great California basin—ex­ 
tending e.st and west from the summit of 
the Sierras to the summit of the coast 
range and north and south from Red 
Bluff—the northern extreme of the Sacra­ 
mento valley to Tehaehipi, the southern 
extreme of the San Joaquin valley, by anv 
other name than Central California. ‘This 
great basin is geographically, topograph­ 
ically and climatically Central California, 
and no mere change of name can make it 
anything else. 
Indeed, old Californians 
have generally and almost universally 
known this whole section of the State by 
this name. From Red Bluff to the north­ 
ern line of the State is about 120 
miles, while 
from 
the north 
line 
of Los Angeles county to the southern 
line of the State is about 135 miles. The 
former section is in every sense Northern 
California, while (he latter section is South­ 
ern California, and, as before stated, all be­ 
tween these natural divisions is Central 
California. No attempt should ever have 
been made to change the name of any por­ 
tion of this natural central division. The 
mistake seems to have grown out of a de­ 
sire on the part of those organizing the 
Immigration Association, having its head­ 
quarters at Sacramento, to draw a dis­ 
tinction between the two ends ot the great 
central valley or basin. 
It is true that the 
two ends oi this valtev have been given 
different names from 'the names of the 
great rivers draining them. But the waters 
of these rivers unite and reach the bav and 
ocean as one river, and the valley remains 
naturally hut one great central valley or 
basin. Had the Immigration Association, 
which was originally designated Central 
and Northern California Immigration As­ 
sociation, dropped the latter designation 
instead of the former, retaining the name 
Central California Immigration Associa­ 
tion, it would have avoided giving our 
Eastern people the chills, and might have 
attracted greater attention and a larger im­ 
migration. .'he name was, to say the 
least, unnatural and unfortunate, and it 
will be a fortunate thing fur all interested 
when the term nortlnrn is dropped, and 
the old and natural name, Central Califor­ 
nia, is by universal consent and use re­ 
stored. Why should Sacramento want to 
keep up a distinction between the two ends 
of this great valley, when her merchants 
and manufacturers are extending trade and 
tratlic in both directions, and receiving 
tribute from both ends of the valley alike? 
Sacramento is nearer the geographical and 
commercial center of this great basin than 
any other city, and why should she not 
court friendly and business relations with 
both ends of it? 
Why countenance a dis­ 
tinction in name when there is no reason 
for it, but many against it? Let us fall 
back on the natural and right name.

Eds. R e co rd U nion : It seems to be a 
hard thing to do—to find a proper name 
for middle and northern California, so as 
to give, by the name, our Eastern cousins 
a correct idea of our climate, etc. It is hut 
natural they should have a horror of any­ 
thing bearing a name so cold as “ north­ 
ern ;” they have enough of that at home. 
Now, it is a well known fact that, drawing 
a line through the center of our State, all 
the desert land we have is south of it ; and 
north of such a line contains more than 
three-fourt'a of our native forests. And 
why not call our portion of this State " Ar­ 
cadian California?” Anyhow, who has a 
better name ?

T he C orrect D esignation. 
The Santa Rosa Democrat savs : Several 
of our exchanges have been discussing the 
advisability ot finding a new designation 
for northern California. It is found that 
this name carries with it. in Eastern minds, 
the idea of a cold and inhospitable climate, 
and that this erroneous impression is pre­ 
venting many from coming to this part of 
the State. Southern California has been so 
extensively and persistently advertised to 
our disadvantage, ihat many Eastern peo­ 
ple have come to believe tha’t Los Angeles 
and Riverside are the only places in the 
State worthy of consideration. Several 
substitutes have been suggested for north­ 
ern California, among which are “ Alta 
California,” “ upper California.” and 
“ central California. ’ The Sacramento 
Bee is making a light for “ higher Cali­ 
fornia, but we doubt if it would accom­ 
plish the desired object. It would he 
applied in strangers' minds to altitude 
rather than latitude, anti this would he 
as objectionable as “ northern Califor­ 
nia,” since high altitude and low tem­ 
perature are always associated together. 
Dl all the changes suggested we prefer 
“ Central California,” as it is a correct de­ 
signation of our geographical position, but 
we have little faith in any good to result 
from such a change. What we have to do 
is not to attempt to remove unfounded 
prejudice by a change of name, but to de­ 
monstrate by actual facts that what we 
claim for is true ; that oranges, lemons, 
olives and oilier semi-tropical fruits can he 
successfully and profitably grown; that 
they are of superior quality, and that they 
ripen earlier and can be ’marketed before 
those raised in southern California. When 
we begin to ship oranges East by the car­ 
load. and make Eastern people acquainted 
with our fruit by fairs and otherwise, the 
prejudice we have to contend against now 
will melt away. We can’t get rid of them 
simply by a change of name. 
A Suitable N ame. — The Woodland 
Democrat says : The Sacramento Bee, not 
liking the name of northern California, 
recommends that the word “ higher” be 
substituted for northern. It seems tous 
that that portion of the State north of the 
Sacramento valley might properly be called 
northern California, while that part lving 
between Red Bluff on the north and'Te- 
hachapi on the south should be called 
“ central,” and all south of Tehachapi, 
southern California. This would make’ a 
proper topographical, geographical and 
climatic division of the State. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A V o lcan ic R egion in th e A tla n tic . 
Recent observations indicate the existence 
of ¡a sub-marine volcanic crater between 
the Canary Islands and the coas: of Portu­ 
gal. From a cable-laying steamer, in lati­ 
tude 39° 25' north, longitude 9° 54’ west, 
the water was found to measure l,3uó 
fathoms under the bow and 800 fathoms 
under the stein, showing the ship to be 
over the edge ot a deep depression in the 
oc>an bottom. An English geologist, T. 
Mellard Reade, remarked that great in­ 
equalities are found in the lied of the sea 
o í Lisbon, due, probably, to a sub-marine 
chain of mountains.

Now I- th e T im e to P re p a re for th e Coin­ 
ing S tate F air.

m ade, and do m ore tow ards inform ing vis­ 
itors from abroad of our great and u n ­ 
know n resources th an can be done in any 
other way. 
Each county also thus shows, 
not in a general wav, the resources of the 
State, but specifically the products of the 
individual 
county and locality. 
Every 
county should take im m ediate steps for 
thus show ing its w ealth and little-know n 
capabilities. Som e of th e counties have 
already m oved in the m atter, and il.e 
others should at once do th e sam e, 
T.ie 
Supervisors o f I’lacer county have ap­ 
pointed a com m ittee of three—w ho were 
originally selected hv the local im m igra­ 
tion society—to take entire charge o f the 
m atter, an d collect and m ake the exhibit. 
1 he com m ittee 
lias entered vigorously 
upon preparations, and will m ake a m ost 
com m endable display for that section, w ith 
a determ ination to carry off the largest of 
the m any prizes offered by th e State A gri­ 
cultural Board for county exhibits.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE ON ARBI­ 
TRATION. 


I he President’s message to Congress on 
the labor troubles and strikes is neither 
broadly statesmanlike nor greatly helpful. 
H e suggests only th at which Congress has 
already undertaken to do—to provide a 
National Board before which employers 
and employes rnav, if they agree so to do, 
arbitrate the issues between them. 
The 
suggestion th a t this 
Board lie given 
broader regalia of official character bv 
being related to the Bureau of Labor, is 
th e only original idea in the paper, and 
relates to a m atter of detail. 
This State 
paper, however, confesses that there can 
be no such thing as enforced arbitration, 
an absurdity 
upon which some 
have 
wrung weak changes. 
So far as it gives 
executive sanction the effort of Congress to 
“ induce " arbitration and thus mold pub­ 
lic sympathy and opinion, the document 
has force. 
But it is to be noted that 
this eilbrt was in full vitality before the 
President opened his mouth on the ques­ 
tion. lie appears to have been brought u p ­ 
as a sort of reserve guard. 
Tiie disposi­ 
tion to resort to legislation as the cure-all 
of social ills is strong enough at best 
among our people ; it begets a trust that is 
most generally disappointed, and brings 
the law-making power very often into con­ 
tempt. 
\\ ith “whereases” and “resolves” 
and "Acts” the American public is forever 
dosing itself, and the result is very much 
like that upon the physical system. There 
can be no objection to Congress advising 
employers and employes 
to 
arbitrate 
their difficulties; 
to giving that advice 
emphasis by providing ready means for 
such adjudication by consent. 
Jb>* *' 
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not be 
into reposing im­ 
plicit trust in the method. All that can he en­ 
tertained of it is hope. To rely upon it will 
but make disappointment the more keen, 
for it is not likely that the proposed 
scheme will be much availed of. 
The dif­ 
ficulty of filling a Board such as is contem­ 
plated with men in whom employing car­ 
riers and their employes throughout the 
whole country will have perfect confidence, 
is almost immeasurable. 
To fitly fill such 
offices there innst be engaged the loftiest 
character and the broadest ability : men, 
against whose stauding no shadow of re­ 
proach exists, and whose ability is coequal 
with that of the profonndest ju rist-; whose 
philanthropy is unbounded : whose courage 
is immeasurable : whose k lowledge of the 
forces, conditions and needs of labor and 
capital are unequaled ; 
who are proot 
against political ambition, and free from 
all prejudice and bias regarding the differ­ 
ing theories of the relations of capital and 
labor—in other words, men of such perfect 
intellectual and moral poise that their a t­ 
titude shall be judicial in the broadest, 
highest and best acceptation of that term. 
Men can lie found with these rare combi­ 
nations, but they are few, and we find 
nothing in the bill in question inviting 
such to the tasks the Act prescribes. 
We 
have not, therefore, much faith in the ulti­ 
mate success of a national Board of A rbi­ 
tration, which of necessity cannot enforce 
its decrees. 
For, after they have 
ad­ 
judged that the employer shall do this, 
that or the other thing, it will remain his 
privilege to retire from business, since no 
law can compel him to conduct i t ; and 
after they have adjudged that the worker 
shall do this, that, or the other thing, it 
will remain his privilege to refuse to work 
at all. 


DR. PETERS' MISTAKE 


Dr. Peters, ex-President A rthur’s physi­ 
cian. does the American people grave in­ 
justice. 
H e declares that the demand for 
bulletins regarding his patient’s condition 


is but th*' manifestation of a morbid curi­ 
osity. 
So fixed is he in this belief, that 
he refuses to state w hether the ex-Presi- 
ilent is progressing to convalescence or 
w hether the disease th at has assailed him 
is making inroads upon his vitality. “ It 
is not the business of any one outside of 
General A rthur’s family,” he exclaims, 
“ and I will not cater to the sensational 
curiosity of the newspapers and the pub­ 
lic. 
It was shameful and unprofessional 
in the cxsesof President Garfield and Gen­ 
eral G rant.” 
In these words, or to this 
effect, roars the irate doctor. 
By which 
he exhibits his ill temper and poor judg­ 
ment. 
W hoever feels the public pulse, 
measures the forces of public opinion, or 
mingles much with his fellow citizens in 
this country, must be prepared to take 
issue with Dr. Peters. 
It is not true that 
morbid curiosity is the actuating motive 
of the people in asking for news of the 
condition of a public man prostrated by 
severe sickness. 
On the contrary, it is the 
entertainm ent of profound sympathy and 
of deep regard. 
Let any one recall the 
days of the illness of Garfield and Grant, 
and cite one instance in which there was 
any manifestation by the people other 
than th at of gentleness, overflowing heart­ 
felt sympathy, and the anxiety of sincere 
grief. 
Would Dr. Peters write down this 
people as brutal and cruel, as those taking 
pleasure in human suffering and delighting 
in the gratification of vulgar, not to say 
morbid desires concerning a public man at 
death’s door ? 
The truth is that the pub­ 
lic has kindly concern in public men. 
They are 
results 
of 
our social sys­ 
tem, 
developments 
of 
our 
political 
methods, fruit of republican institutions. 
T heir identification with public measures 
and policies makes them part and parcel 
of the people’s history, and the history of 
a people is greater than the history of a 
nation, a distinction admirably made by 
the lamented Green, the incomparable his­ 
torical analyst of peoples. 
Now, when 
Dr. Peters declares that the men of 
America wish to hear of the health of ex- 
Presideut A rthur, one of the men of the 
people, one who has represented them in 
the most exalted trust they can confer 
upon any of their number, simply to sat­ 
isfy an unworthy curiosity and to feed a 
vulgar taste for the sensational, he libels 
his fellow Americans; lie confesses to his 
own false estimate of men, to his pessi­ 
mistic views of humanity, and to his selfish­ 
ness and hardness of heart. 
For, we take 
it, no man who is at all acquainted with 
the national 
art of America, can make 
such a mistake regarding its heating as 
Dr. Peters confesses. 
It must lie, there­ 
fore, that this cynical physician lias moved 
in a narrow groove; has had but limited 
opportunities to judge of the motives actu­ 
ating his fellow men ; that his lot has been 
cast in unhappy places, and the circum­ 
stances that should have developed in the 
physician broad knowledge of men, have 
been in his case of feeble force. 
This is 
the charitable view we take of Dr. Peters 
ease. 
Any other must result in the ver­ 
dict th at he is a fool. 


DEMOCRATIC 
INCOMPETENCY. 


Mr. Blaine has said th at the Democratic 
party and the National Administration are 
fast drifting toward failure, because of in­ 
ability to agree upon a line of policy. 
T hat M r.'Blaine is correct in this conclu­ 
sion will lie admitted by those who dis­ 
passionately examine the situation. 
For 
instance, it is notorious th at the party is 
timid and divided upon the la’nor ques­ 
tions now agitating the public mind. 
Its 
leaders are doing their utmost to conciliate 
the great voting strength of the labor ele­ 
ment, and yet to make a showing of m ain­ 
tenance of the law and the preservation of 
the safeguards of American freedom and 
individual rights. 
They lack the courage 
the occasion demands. 
Its press is bolder 
and more outspoken, and, as a rule, has not 
hesitated, but quite a different course has 
been pursued by the leaders. 
The Presi­ 
dent is set over against the majority by his 
sincere advocacy of civil service reform 
measures and policies. 
On that question 
he can not to-day command any considera­ 
ble following of Democrats. 
Y et it is as 
vital an issue to-day as it has been at any 
rime in the past. 
It is known th at the 
< ahinet councils are divided and th at there 
is a lack of harmony between the mem­ 
bers on governmental questions. 
So, too, 
regarding the tariff question, while both 
parties divide w ithin local lines upon it, 
the Republican party, as such, bag an­ 
nounced a definite nolicv, while the Dem­ 


ocracy has been unable to agree upon evfeu 
a form of disguise. 
The President is ar­ 
rayed against the majority of Iris party on 
the questions of coinage and currency, and 
the party, in turn, is fearful to apeak upon 
the absorbing Chinese question, and hesi­ 
tates to act up to the standard of its plat­ 
form declarations relative to undesirable 
immigration. 
The 
President 
himself 
manifests 
distrust 
of 
his 
advisers 
and aids and is endeavoring to personally 
discharge the details of duties of such 
m agnitude that his physical capacity to do 
work at all, is threatened. 
Other Presi­ 
dents have not done this, hut have wisely- 
availed of aid th at has taken great bur­ 
dens from their shoulders, and left them 
time and a clear mind to devote to the 
greater trusts rejiosed hi them. 
Certainly 
the party has very little to congratulate 
itself upon thus far in the administration 
of 
Mr. 
Cleveland. 
Its 
accomplish­ 
ments 
summed 
up do not show any 
really great measure put forward and 
not a notable one brought to the statute 
hooks. 
It has simply wrestled with its 
head from the day ol Iris inauguration to 
the present, as to the filling of the offices, 
and the chief gossip among the public 
for that period has ielated to the factional 
fights in the party for the spoils. 
W ith 
the term well on to the close of the first 
half, the Adm inistration has been able to 
do very little more than to stand between 
the warring clans, and take punishment 
from all of them. 


CONGRESSIONAL VIOLATION OF LAW 


An old farmer in the backwoods of 
Texas told Sam Houston, who asked him 
for his vote, that he would not support 
him. because, when in Congress, Houston 
had voted money from the Treasury of the 
U nited States for relief of sufferers in 
Richmond from the burning of a theater. 
" If you 'possessed the right to give to 
those sufferers $1,000, you had equal power 
to vote them $1,000,000, and to the next 
unfortunates the entire Treasury.” 
Hous­ 
ton declared that the conviction of this 


truth went home to his heart like a shot. 
But Congress has been guilty of a great 
deal of this illegal, and as we view it, dan­ 
gerous business. 
W henever the proposed 
recipient of such favor protests against it 
in the name of offended law, it is an act to 
be recorded and published abroad. 
Con­ 
gressman H erbert ol Alabama recently in­ 
troduced a hill appropriating $300,000 for 
the relief of the sufferers by river over­ 
flows in the South. 
Thereupon the 
Charleston -Yews and Courier, a prominent 
Southern exponent of public opinion, pro­ 
tested, declaring th at the Treasury of the 
United States is not a charity-box, and 
was never intended to be drawn upon in 
that way. 
That is to say, it is accumula­ 
ted for specific purposes of the Federal 
Government, and is not to lie disjiensed in 
donations to relieve 
distress, however 
pressing. Of course, this must be the rule 
and the law, else any Congress could vote 
away every dollar in private charity, since 
there is no lim it to it except its own sweet 
will. Says the paper quoted, after express­ 
ing sym pathy for the sufferers by river 
overflow, and stating th at each State must 
he held competent tocare for its own needy: 
We are in our father’s house to stay, hut there 
is no reason why we should roll the whole fam­ 
ily for the benefit ot a few distant relatives in 
Alabama. 
The New York JleraUl falls into the 
error of construing this protest to be a 
new and practical application ot the theory 
of State rights. 
It is nothing of the kind, 
but is a praefieal application of the theory 
of the rights of united state's in a repub­ 
lic, which, by convention not dissoluble, 
agree to accumulate a common fund for 
s[>ecific purposes, and the diversion of 
which to any other purposes than those 
expressed is a violation of the compact. 
State rights, on the other hand, are those 
things which the State may do outside of 
the agreed charter of concessions. 
In one 
sense it is a State “ right” to protest against 
the misuse of the common fund, hut in the 
general and jiopttlar acceptation of the 
term it is not State rights. 
The incident 
serves to point a moral, and should operate 
to check a tendency in Congress to use the 
money of the people of all sections for the 
personal relief of individual suffering 
due to no act or neglect of the Federal 
Government. 
Admit any other rule and a 
dominant religious power could use the 
whole treasure of the United States to re­ 
lieve the treasuries of its charitable asso­ 
ciations ; or a majority so inclined could 
divert the Federal funds to the support of 
private humaue establishments, or to re­ 
lieve the people who suffer by every lire, 
accident or overflow, cyclone, or other 
disaster. 


SENATOR HEARST'S 
MAIDEN 
VOTES. 


Senator Ilearst, on the 10th inst., voted 
against the clause in the W ashington Ter­ 
ritory admission Act recognizing the right 
of the people of th at Territory to establish 
female suffrage, if they choose, in the pro­ 
posed new State. 
Senator Stanford voted 
to jierm it them to do so, in fact, to recog­ 
nize the Territorial law which permits 
women to vote. 
The attem pt to restrict 
the suffrage clause to male electors was de­ 
feated. 
Mr. Morgan then moved to so 
amend as to provide that on the adoption 
of a Constitution it should he submitted to 
Congress for its approbation. 
As the ori­ 
ginal hill stands, the President is to pass 
upon the republican form of the State 
government proposed by the Constitution, 
and approving it, to issue his proclamation 
adm itting the Territory as a State. 
Sen­ 
ator Hears; voted lor the amendment, 
which would operate practically to post­ 
pone the admission of the T erritory two or 
three years. 
Senator Stanford voted fu ­ 
tile hill in its integrity. 
On the final pas­ 
sage of the enabling Act for admission, 
Senator M itchell made a strong appeal for 
justice to the Territory. 
Its qualification 
was undoubted, its fitness by reason of pop­ 
ulation, machinery of government, and 
commercial importance, and the righteous­ 
ness of the unanimous requests and peti­ 
tions of its people, were not disputable. 
In conclusion, he said : 
May I not bo perm itted to express the hope 
that when we come to the litial vote on the 
pending question the spirit of partisan politics 
may hide its obtrusive head, and that the Sen­ 
ate m ay rise to the puivr and more exalted 
plane ol true statesm anship, and take order in 
the premises (hut the people of the Territory of 
W ashington shall, w ithout further delay,he ad­ 
m itted to their proper and appropriate place in 
the starry sisterhood of States ■ 
The vote was then taken, and Senator 
Ilearst voted against and Senator Stanford 
for the hill. 
On all three of the votes 
Senator Ilearst 
was 
defeated, fur the 
amendments were rejected and the hill 
was passed, by 30 ayes to 13 noes. 
It can- 
iv.’t h§ Gaum"! th at these were party votes, 
since several of tiife stanchest and most 
prominent Democratic Senators voted for 
the hill and against the amendments. 
But 
the 
conclusiou 
is justified that Mr. 


Ilearst voted as 
lié did tor 
political 
reasons. 
H e desires no State added to the 
Pacific group th at may 
augment 
the 
strength of the Republican party—W ash­ 
ington taring estimated as doubtful politi­ 
cally : certainly there is no large political 
majority either way. 
But other Senators, 
whose views of statesmanship rise superior 
to party servitude, differed with 
Mr. 
Ilearst, though of his political household. 
Among these may be mentioned such fore­ 
most Democrats as Yoorbees, of Indiana. 
. . . . 
* 
George, of M ississippi; Butler, of South 
Carolina ; Jones, of Arkansas ; Morgan, of 
A labam a; and Vest, of Missouri. 
Mr. 
Ilearst certainly started in well as a par­ 
tisan Senator. 
H e has put it of record 
that half the California strength in the 
Senate is against the statehood of a Pa­ 
cific coast Territory, while this State, 
could an expression of its people he had, 
is practically unanimous for the admission 
of W ashington. 


FERRAN AND PASTEUR. 


A year ago a New York phvsician, by 
disguising himself as a patient, secured in­ 
oculation for cholera by Dr. Ferran, the 
Spanish physician of whom so much has 
been written. He retired immediately and 
extracted the matter, submitted it to a 
chemical analysis, and declared it to be 
nothing hut a harmless substance similar 
to gum arabic. 
The medicine Ferran gave 
him to take internally, he reported, was of 
a purgative character, and induced pro­ 
longed nausea, and which, he charged, was 
falsely attributed to the virus used in in­ 
oculation. 
After that showing it was ac­ 
cepted that Ferran was a humbug—this 
report, his reticence, and his refusal to 
disclose his methods, coupled with a de­ 
mand for a large sum of money for his 
discovery, leading the public to believe 
him only a pretender. 
Now, however, the 


dispatches inform us that the Spanish I 
Sanitary Council has investigated Ferran’s 
claims, reports them to he genuine, and 
orders that in case of another outbreak of 
cholera, Iris system of inoculation lie prac­ 
ticed hv the health officers. 
This is a tri­ 
umph for Ferran, and must be accepted as 
a vindication of his character and inocula­ 
tion system from the libel of the New 
York doctor. 
By similar advices it is also 
learned that Pasteur's method of treating 
rabies has received the indorsement of Dr. 
Frisch, the celebrated A ustrian scientist, 
who advises its adoption by the sanitary 
authorities of Austria. 
These indorse­ 
ments are gratifying, and will give the 
public confidence in the discovery of Fer­ 
ran, and renewed trust in that of Pasteur. 


T h e cap-stone of the pedestal for the 
statue of Liberty, lias been laid and the 
great work is completed. There is but one 
regret connected with it, and that is that 
so much trouble was experienced in rais­ 
ing the sum needed for the erection of this 
substructure ujkiii which to rest the splen­ 
did gift of France to this Republic. 
Let 
it he hoped that the money needed for 
the work of setting up the colossal figure 
will he forthcoming at once, and that we 
may not he hum iliated in the eyes of the 
artisans and engineers now en route from 
France to finish this magnificent monument 
of the respect of the people of the French 
Republic for the people of America.

On reassembling at 2 p. ji. Wednesday, 
congratulatory' telegrams were 
received 
from George A. Black, Secretary ; Hydrau­ 
lic Parlor, Nevada City, and from James F. 
Murphy and Charles L. Weller, a; Wash 
ington, D. C. 
On motion of Jackson Hatch, the Secre­ 
tary's salary was fixed at $1,200. 
On motion, a committee of three was ap­ 
pointed to devise un official badge and ex­ 
hibit the same at the next session of the 
Grand Parlor. 
On motion of J. A. Steinhach, a commit­ 
tee of five was appointed to draft a new 
constitution and by-laws. 
‘The Committee on Laws and Supervision 
resumed their report. 
SUBORDINATE LAWS. 
The committee reported unfavorably on 
the resolution to amend Section 4, Article 
IV., by inserting after the words " Vice­ 
President,” in the third line, the words: 
“ That nothing in this section shall be con­ 
strued to deprive the Charier Past President 
of a Parlor of any of the honors and rights 
of a President.” 
The matter was referred 
back to the committee for revision. 
The following resolution bv George I*. 
Clark was favorably reporte.1 on by the 
committee and adopted: 
Add a new section to Article IX. of the Con­ 
stitution oi Subordinate Parfors, a» follows 
Section 13. No m em ber o f this Order shall use 
in any way the nam es by which the Order is 
known, or the em blem s adopted by it, for busi­ 
ness or political purposes: and no m em ber of 
this l’arlor shall become a m em beror officer of 
any association or corporation usina the said 
nam es or em blem s for business or political pur­ 
poses. 
Any memtier violating any ol the pro­ 
visions of Ibis ection shall be reprim anded, 
suspended or expelled, as his Parlor mav deter­ 
m ine. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to N. s. (1. w. libraries or reading rooms, 
hall, cem etery, or m utual aid associations, or 
official u-w quqier organs of the Order, so long 
as the same rem ains non-political. 
L. Lamev's resolution, to add Section 5 
to Article IV., perm itting the consolidation 
of the offices of Financial and Recording 
Secretary, where Parlors may desire to take 
such course, was unfavorably repirted by 
the committee, and their report was re­ 
jected. The resolution was amended so r s 
to permit only such I’ariors as have less 
than seventy-five members to consolidate 
the two offices, and was then adopted. 
The report was unfavorable on the reso­ 
lution to so amend Section 4 of Article V., 
as to provide tor the election of one Trustee 
in ju n e and another in December, of each 
year, instead of two in June. The report 
was adopted. 
W. H. McLaughlin'- proposition to add 
an ew article to the constitution for en­ 
forcing the close adherence by subordinate 
I’ariors to the forms of work prescribed by 
the Grand Parlor, and imposing a !irte of 
$10 on any Parlor violating the section, 
was favorably reported and adopted. 
An unfavorable report was tunde on a 
resolution introduced by Mr. McLaughlin 
to regulate the m atter o'f appeal from de­ 
cisions of Presidents, it being suggested 
that subordinate Parlors provide laws for 
their own guidance. 
The report 
was 
adopted. 
Mr. McLaughlin's re- dution to add to 
the constitution a section requiring ail 
members in attendance upon meetings to 
vote upon applications for admission to 
membership, was reported upon unfavor­ 
ably. 
The report was rejected and the 
amendm ent was adopted. 
The committee recommended the adop­ 
tion ol a resolution by .1. I'. Kelly, to strike 
out from tiie constitution ' eelioxi 3, Article 
I., by which I’ariors have heretofore been 
permitted to incorporate according to the 
laws ot the State. The report of the com­ 
mittee was adopted. 
An unfavorable report was made on the 
am endm ent offered by O. II. Duncan, to 
provide lor electing officers at the fi-st 
meetings in June and December, instead of 
at the last meetings. 
The report was 
adopted. 
Otto Grunsky's resolution 
to amend 
Article VI., Section 1. by striking out ail 
the section after the word “ by-laivs." was 
reported unfavorably and report adopted. 
The same action was taken hi regard to 
the resolution of Ed. Hartm an, to amend 
Section a, Article V-, relating to the Idling 
of vacancies. 
Also, upon the resolution of F. \V. Hiiby 
to add a section to Article XIV., proytdir.g 
that ¡he by-laws of subordinate Parlors he 
in force from the time of their approval 
by the Grand authorities. 
L. W. Juilliard’s resolution to amend 
Section 4 of Article IV., so that no mem­ 
ber could be held for the Presidency ot a 
Parlor till he had served a term as Presi­ 
dent or Vice-President, and none could be 
eligible to election as Vice-President unless 
a member of the Parlor six months, pro­ 
vided, that in case ad members thus eligi­ 
ble decline to serve, was unfavorably re­ 
ported. 
The report was rejected, and the amend­ 
m ent adopted. 
The proposition by 0. ’A’. Decker to 
amend Section 3.

Grand or subordinate, to furnish di­ 
rectly or indirectly, any liquors, spirituous 
or malt, at any banque't, supper or celebra­ 
tion by the Order, under such penalty as 
the Grand Parlor may determine unon. 
Favorably reported. Amendment adopted. 
On motion ot J. E. Andrews, the resolu­ 
tion adopted at Marysville in 1884 to pro­ 
vide for establishing a uniform rank was so 
amended as to permit a regulation fatigue 
uniform to be worn in N. S. G. \V. Parlors. 
On motion, only actual fare by shortest 
route will be allowed Graud officers and 
delegates. 
The Trustees were instructed to have the 
Grand Secretary’s office furnished. 
Permission was granted Marshall Parlor, 


Xo. 9, to install George'Hoffmeister as Past 
President. 
Adjourned till Thursday, at 9 o’clock. 
Thursday’s session. 
The credentials of B. W . Musgrave, of 
Hanford Parlor, were received. 
The Finance Committee reported in favor 
of making the per capita tax 35 cents for 
the July term and 40 cents for the January 
term, and the recommendation was adopted.

MARBLE. 


SOME ACCOUNT 01' OUR BUILDING 
STONES. 


T h e M arble o f C alifornia, its P le n ti­ 
fu ln ess and its W orth—A P aper 
by P rofessor H enry G. H anks. 


A recent paper by Professor Henry G. 
Hanks, State Mineralogist, on California 
marble and building stone, has been re. 
ceived by the R e c o r d -U n i o n . 
It has not 
been heretofore printed. 
W e present a 
close synopsis of it. It opens with an ap­ 
peal for the employment of good material 
in building of all kinds, and the grave mis­ 
take of using poor stone. Good building 
stone should resist assaults of water, frost, 
fire and the atmosphere. 
It should be 
beautiful, easily worked and be easily pro­ 
curable. 
The rocks most generally used 
are granite, syenite, porphyry, diorite or 
greenstone; lavas, including basalt and 
trachyte, free-stom s or sand-stones : and 
limestones, including tufa, travertine and 
dolomite, slates, serpentines, etc. All these 
are found in California, and most of them 
are abundant. The crust of the earth con­ 
tains seven principal minerals. The m ix­ 
ture of two or more form rocks. Some 
minerals occur in such masses that they 
are classified as rocks, as, for example, 
limestone, quart/., 
etc. 
In California’s 
chains 
of 
mountains 
building 
stones 
abound. 
lie sketched graphically the 
building art of the ancients, and described 
in detail the constructions of Philippopolis 
and Rome, and the stones employed in the 
chief buildings, such as the Colisseuru, and 
in modern times St. Peter’s, the Museum, 
Quirinal and Castle of St. Angelo, etc. 


MARBLE 
Is generally understood to be carbonate of 
lime, eilher white or colored, uniform or 
variegated, and pleasing to the eye. The 
term is also applied to any colored stone 
soft enough to be easily cut and hard 
enough to bear a good polish. 
Under the 
latter meaning may be classed the follow­ 
ing minerals and rocks : Dolomite, serpen­ 
tine, verde antique, steatite, ophite and 
even diorite and porphyry. Inyo marble, 
so-called, is dolomite. The definitions of 
marbles as given by several were quoted. 
True marble is carbonate of lime, com­ 
posed of carbonic acid and the oxide of 
calcium or lime, in these proportions: Car­ 
bonic acid 44, lime 56=100. Edward Clarke 
classed Parian marble as the most endur­ 
ing of stones used in ancient sculpture and 
architecture; but Giekie, the English geol­ 
ogist, says that inscriptions on marble 
tombstones in large towns, where coal 
smoke and rain arc abundant, become 
illegible in fifty years. Chrvstalline lime­ 
stone has been formed artificially by beat­ 
ing chalk or lithographic stone, which 
seems to prove that marbles are metanior- 
phic. 
T1IE ACCOUNTS 01 VEN 
By travelers and historians, concerning the 
art works of the ancients, are almost incred­ 
ible. Clarke describes in pleasing detail 
the architectural ruins met with by him in 
the Crimea, in (.recce and on the plains of 
Troy. Volney has written in liie most 
charm ing languageof the ruinsof Palmyra. 
Pliny informs us that the art of cutting 
marbie into slabs dates back to the building 
of the Palace ot Mausolus at Halicarnassus. 
The walls of this celebrated building, one 
of the seven wonders of the world, were of 
brick, covered with Cyziean marble, from 
Proconnesus. This art was introduced into 
R.¡me, and the describe»! mode of cutting 
by the use oj strips of iron, and sand, does 
not materially diifer from that practiced at 
the present day. The same author states 
that marble began to be used in public 
buildings iu Rome in the u.-dilesbip of, 
M. Sacurus. 
His theater, described by 
Pliny as “ th e greatest that has ever been 
made by the hands of roan,” was three 
stories high. 
The lower was of marble, 
supported by 360 columns of the same m a­ 
terial. The second was of glass and the 
hi;:!1*?* was of eilded wop*). This building 
•was planned to Seat 80,000 spectators. Af­ 
ter this period there was a rivalry as to 
who should erect the most costly and grand 
public buildings. 
Interior wails were not 
only covered with the most costly imported 
marbles, but the stone was riciilv sculpt­ 
ured, and even painted or gilded in part. 
IN THE TIME OF XERO 
A method of inserting spots or ornam ental 
patches of other marbles was invented—a 
sort of mosaic or inland work, very costly’ 
and unnatural, but nevertheless much ad­ 
mired. Professor Hanks then describes in 
detail the mania for marbles that followed, 
and gives the following as the rarer and 
most 
noted 
oí 
ancient 
m arbles: 
W hite—Parian, pen tel lie and luna. Black 
—Lucullan and Nero aniico. Red—Rosso 
antico and cottanello. Green—Verde an­ 
tic.). Variegated—Lumachella, Phrygian, 
orienta], alabaster or onyx. The historv 
and enduring qualities of these, as tested 
by the ages. w. re then granhically detailed. 
Lucullan black marble was supposed to 
have been brought from Meroe, in Aby- 
sinia. 
It sometimes showed small spots 
and veining of white, but tlie best quality 
was pure black. A California marbie re­ 
cently lound near Colfax and numbered 
3,799 in the State Museum catalogue, an­ 
swers very nearly to the descriptions of the 
Lucullan marble. A m arble of a beautiful 
rose-color has been lound 


in california. 
numbered on the catalogue 


| crite tharandite, miemite, conite, gurhof- 
1 ian, and lastly Inyo marble. It is consid- 
I ereti true dolomite when in chemical pro­ 
> portions, and otherwise magnesian lime­ 
stone. Its hardness is from 3.5 to 4, spe­ 
cific gravity 2.9, weight of cubic foot about 
180 pounds ; luster from vitreous to earthy; 
color white, various shades of rose-red, 
gray, brown, green and nearly black. The 
composition is so varied that no single 
analysis would convey 
a correct idea. 
W hen expressed by the formula CA, O 
C02X MG OC02, it contains carbonate 
of lim e54,35,carbonate of magnesia 45.65. 
In Klaproth's Chemical Mineralogy, pub­ 
lished in English, in 1S01, may be found a 
detailed analyses of two specimens—one 
from Sweden and the other from Tyrol— 
from which time very many analysis have 
been made and published. Before 1791 
dolomite was confounded with the lime­ 
stones, or was wholly unknown, until the 
celebrated French chemist and niineralog- 
ogist Dolomieu, called attention to it. He 
first noticed it among the remains of 


ANCIENT SCULPTURE IN ROME. 
In a paper to the Journal of Physics, he 
described it under the name o í “ a calcare­ 
ous stone, which effervesces but little with 
the acids.” 
Saussure. a Swiss naturalist, 
found it in a place in the Alps, and named 
it after the original discoverer, “Dolomie.” 
The 
present name. 
“ dolomite,” 
was 
given to it in 1794 by Kirwan, an Irish 
chemist and mineralogist. Dolomite was 
originally’ a sedimentary rock. This is 
proved by’ the fossils it often contains. 
There are several theories ^s to its forma­ 
tion ; but the chemistry of its genesis is ad­ 
mitted to be very imperfectly understood. 
Dolomite has been formed artificially in 
several instances—once in a flask contain­ 
ing a mineral water which held the bicar­ 
bonatos of lime and magnesia in considera­ 
ble quantity, crystals of dolomite formed 
from two to three millimeters long. Mor- 
lot produce-, dolomite crystals by heating 
carbonate of lime with a solution of sul­ 
phate of magnesia in a closed tube. 
Duro- 
cher subjected fragments of porous lime­ 
stone in a bed of chloride of magnesium 
for three hours in a gun-barrel kept to a 
red heat. Dolomite crystals formed, which 
were stained yellow by iron. Other suc­ 
cessful experiments of a sim ilar nature 
have been recorded. Dolomite has been 
used in sculpture, in architecture and for 
making lime and cement. In the United 
States lime made of it is held in high 
esteem ; but in England it is considered of 
bad quality and is not much used. Mag­ 
nesian limestones burn more easily, slack 
more slowly and do not set so quickly as 
limestones. As a building stone dolomite 
ranks among t lie best. But there are many 
different qualities, some of which are infe­ 
rior to others. 
It is one of the chief build­ 
ing stones of the north of England, where 
a siliciou.s dolomite is used in paving and 
building, which gives perfect satisfaction. 
A yellow dolomite was used for the front 
of the museum of Practical Geology in 
London, and the Parliam ent houses were 
built of it. But it has been shown that 
this stone was a failure. The Commission 
of Geology and scientific men appointed to 
seleet a suitable stone for these buildings 
decided that chrvstalline dolomite was the 
best and most durable, in proportion as 
the composition approached a m ixture in 
chemical equivalents. The so-called 


INYO MARBLE 
Has been selected for the building material 
to be used in the construction of the Sha­ 
ron gate at Golden Gate Park, ami of 
which I am quite sure the people of San 
Francisco and California will be proud. As 
early as 1862 I traveled from the south side 
of Mono lake to the head of Owen’s valley. 
From Adobe Meadows our party of four 
saw tor the first tim e the grand sum m it of 
W hite 
mountain 
capped 
with 
w hat 
seemed so be 
"aged snow,” 
sligbti.v 
yellow in 
tint, which we 
attributed 
to the golden light of the setting sun, or 
dusty particles blown upon it from the 
desert adjacent. W hen, after passiog many 
weary miles we reached the base of tiie 
m ountain, I discovered that the apparently 
snow sum m it was in reality composed of a 
w hite rock, and in the rugged canyons we 
picked up fragments which, when freshly 
broken, were as pure and white as the 
finest Cararra marble. Subsequent chemi­ 
cal examination proved it to be dolomite of 
the finest quality. This was the now cele­ 
brated Inyo marble, which is found in nu ­ 
merous localities in the Inyo range, from 
the W hite mountain scuth 100 miles or 
more. W hile we make special mention of 
Inyo marble, we m ust not for that reason 
om it to state that other beautiful marbles 
and building stones are found in these 
m ountains. The most beautiful porphy­ 
ries. equal to those of Egypt, are of frequent 
occurrence, while granite, syenite, pegma­ 
tite and various other crystalline and inct- 
am orphic rocks, are met with in the sub­ 
lim e canyons, or lie tilted against the Hanks 
of the higher mountains. 


o w en's valley 
Is a sloping ribbon of agricultural land ly­ 
ing between two chains of great mountains, 
tlie Inyo and 
Sierra Nevada 
ranges. 
Owen’s river, a line stream of the purest 
water, flows from tlie eternal snows of the 
high Sierra. Tlie snowy Sierra is generally’ 
granite, while the rocks of the Inyo m oun­ 
tains are metaruorphic and sedimentary,and 
are probably geologically much older, but 
theexact horizon has not yet been satisfac­ 
torily determined. These m ountains are 
Known to be highly metaliferous—gold, 
silver, copper, lead, antim ony and other 
j economic minerals have been found in

Giailo antico was consid­ 
ered one of the rr>”*t valuable and beautiful 
of the ancient marbles. 
The grain was 
very fine and the coloring beautiful and 
rich. It resembled the Sienna and Verona 
marbles, but exceeded them In beauty and 
texture. It was first found in Numidia, in 
Northern Africa, and for that reason some­ 
times called “ Nuinidian marble.” 
It je- 
ceives a high polish. The base, or kevnote 
color, was yellow of m any shades,'from 
the deepest to nearly’ white or pale straw 
color. Some varieth s were breceiated and 
others veined or mottled. There are a num ­ 
ber of examples of this marble still to b e 
seen in Rome.

Sienna marble, found near Volterra. is 
from cream color to dark yellow—some­ 
times veined with white and even black. 
It is much employed at the present time, 
and is a durable and beautiful ornamental 
stone. Nummulitic or Verona marble is 
in color from cream color to nearly white. 
The amphitheater of Diocletian was built 
of it. Oriental alabaster or onyx marble 
was held in high esteem by tbe ancients 
1,000 years or more ago. 
The quarries 
were lost, and for a long time remained 
unknown, until discovered in Egypt in 
1849 by M. Delmonte, a French traveler. 
The marble of the same nature found in 
California, and known as Suisnn marble 
and California onyx, is more beautiful in 
some of its varieties than the ancient, and 
it has gained a world-wide reputation for 
beauty.

THE FIJI ISLANDS. 


A m erican s Supplanted by llie E n g lish — 
T he Sugar T rade. 
S. K. Belford, United States Consul to 
Fiji, gives some instructive tacts about that 
country. 
He was appointed in 18*3, and 
look up his residence in the town of Levuka 
that fall. 
Most of the American popula­ 
tion are there, although the capital is ¿uva. 
on Vanalenvo Island. 
On a visit hom e he 
was 28 days by sail to San Francisco. 5.000 
m iles distant. 
There are only G00 Am ericans on the 
group of 312 islands although hut about 40 
of the islands are what m ay be termed in­ 
habited ; and, stranger still, there is not an 
American shopkeeper or tradesman o f any 
kind to be found. 
The few that are there 
have purchased tracts of land and devote 
their energies to cocoatiut culture. 
They 
are sober, thrifty, intelligent and well be­ 
haved. 
The United States Government has no 
claim upon the islands. 
As early as 184(1, 
before any otin r country ever thought of 
sending out an exploring party, John W il­ 
son, of Salem, Mass , founded a colony on 
the island of Nauklan, where the town of 
Levuka now stands, and 
unfurled the 
American (lag over it. 
In 1817 he pur­ 
chased the island from the natives, and 
was afterward appointed Consul there, and 
turned it over to the United States. 
Then 
what was known as the Polynesian Land 
impany oí Melbourne, com p >■■■• 1 o f G >v- 
erument representatives from Germanv, 
England and the United Stules, joined 
forces and consolidated their respective in ­ 
terests in the island. 
In the year 1875 
King Cakombau, then the Chief of the 
islanders, sent a com m ission to the United 
States, asking that our Government should 
annex their islands to our territory, hut it 
was refused. 
It was soon after this tim e 
that England offered them protection and 
annexed them, paying the United States 
Government the paltry indem nity for their 
rights there o f 1110,000. 
In fact it paid but 
£5,000 of it, and the account stands that 
way. 
The country has a good climate, and lies 
in a latitude w here several industries could 
he carried on by us that are gradually as­ 
- curing tremendous proportions, and arc 
wholly controlled by the British Govern­ 
ment. 
As good tea, cotfee and tobacco are now 
being raised there as in any country 0:1 the 
globe, but only in lim ited quantities, to suit 
the home consumption and what is ex­ 
ported to Australia, and all done with 
coolie labor. 
The big industry is sugar; it 
is very large. 
Títere is a factory 011 the 
Itevio river, a stream that is navigable 
about forty-five miles from its month, 
w hich turns out 100 tons of sugar every 
twenty-four hours. 
It is owned, as is 
everythng else that can be, by Englishmen, 
and has every improvement ami conveni­ 
ence possible—the building is even lighted 
by electricity. 
This firm employs coolie 
labor only, and owns most of the land 
from which it obtains its cane, buying 
som e little from the English Government, 
w hich plants a few hundred acres each 
season to enable the natives to work out 
their taxes. 


SILK CULTURE INDUSTRY. 


In terest a t P resen t M anifested Upon the 
Subject at th e K ast. 
No little interest in silk culture has been 
recently awakened by the influence of the 
W oman's Silk Culture Association, having 
its headquarters 
in 
Philadelphia, and 
through encouragement otl'ered by the Gen­ 
eral Government, and by som e individual 
States. 
Forty or fifty years ago, as older 
readers will remember, there was very 
great interest taken in this subject. 
The 
direct roaii to wealth then lay through a 
mulberry plantation and cocooneries and 
“ filatures," or. as they were called then, 
reeling rooms, were adjuncts of many 
farms. 
Hundreds of thousands of the 
plants of a white mulberry called moms 
mutticauli* were planted, and a good deal of 
silk was produced with very little profit. 
W hy it should have be?n unprofitable to 
raise silk then, and should be likely to be 
profitable to produce it now, has not been 
explained. !t is certainly true that m illions 
ot dollars are every year sent out o f the 
country for silk, when there is no natural 
reason w hy it should not be raised by our 
own people. 
The etlort to make silk pro­ 
duction 
a 
feminine industry indicates 
clearly that its advocates realize that the 
profits of the business must arise trom the 
use of labor ¡at present unemployed, or at 
least not employed remuneratively. 
In 
this view the effort commends itself not 
alone to our 
sympathies, but 
lo our 
active encouragement. 
This is a busy 
world, and among its busy people 110 coun­ 
try shows a more active and busy popula­ 
tion than ourown. 
Nevertheless, the great 
army of the unemployed increases every 
year. 
The proportion of unemployed and 
partly employed females is appalling. The 
organized effort then to give light, agreea­ 
ble and moderately remunerative work to 
this class of our fellow-citizens is worthy o f 
encouragement, both by word and deed. 
W here the mulberry leaves are at hand 
land in the absence of mulberry leaves, the 
leaves of the Osage orange, so common as a 
hedge and ornamental plant, m aybe used!, 
eggs may be obtained and allowed to hatch 
as soon as the tender leaves are ot sufficient 
size. 
The worms make their growth in 30 
to 35 days, undergoing four iuoltings or 
changes of skin. 
Then for successive crops 
successive hatches are provided for. 
Afier 
spinning in warm weather, in ten days to 
three weeks, the moth appears, pair and lay 
their eggs. 
These must he kept dry anil 
cold or they w ill hatch. 
They are usually 
kept in perforated boxes placed in a wooden 
box in a cold cellar, or in an ice-liouse; but 
where they w ill not freeze. 
Th re aré a 
number of cheap hand-books which give 
m inute directions as to feeding and care, 
that are easily obtained, and whoever will 
m ay easily become familiar with the in ­ 
dustry.—[Albany (N. Y .) Journal.

T he C arlin A u tom atic F rogless S w itch. 
The Cincinnati Enquirer ot March 26th 
says: Yesterday a number o f railroad offi­ 
cials assembled at Ludlow to witness a test 
011 the Southern roa 1 of the Curlin auto­ 
matic trogless switch. 
The Southern peo­ 
ple had a train made up of an engine,' 
Laggage car and two passenger coaches. 
The switch was first set for the side track, 
the train run up the main track, and the 
wheels set the switch and crossing for the 
main track without damage to the train or 
track. The switch was again set for the 
siding, and the train run in the side track. 
At that m oment a long freight train came 
up the main track. The switch was thrown 
for the siding. 
The front wheels o f the 
engine on the freight set the switch for the 
main track, and the entire train passed 
along the main track as sm oothly as if it had 
never struck a misplaced switch. The engine 
and cars were run through the switch several 
times, it being set wrong, and it always 
performed its work. 
The device differs in 
almost every particular from the frogs and 
switches now in use, and is absolutely aux­ 
ilia ry to the main track, but does not 
change the construction, strength or form 
of the main track. 
A ll the parts of the 
switch and crossing that are movable are 
so arranged as to form a continuous rail for 
the siding, and the wheels of a passing 
train can pass from the main to the side 
track without jolting. 
When the switch is 
set for the main track ail the parts ol the 
switch and crossing are thrown entirely 
away from the main rails, and leaves the 
main track clear and unbroken. 
In case 
the switch is left thrown for the siding 
through carelessness, a device is provided 
for the automatic opening of the switch by 
the contact of a passing train, which sets it 
entirely clear o f the main track."

Growing 
Sciimebged Obciiarps.—Last 
spring L. 1\ Moulton planted som e forty 
acres of land, that is flooded nearly every 
winter som e eight feet deep, to orchard and 
vineyard. 
He planted slips of vines, and 
they did not grow very well, so there was 
not a good stand oil the ground. 
The 
flood came, anti the flood has gone, but 
every vine and tree, that was alive last 
fall, is alive and doing well now. 
If the 
trees would stand this winter, of course 
they will stand every other winter. 
There 
is a large body of land on th» east side of 
the river unsurpassed for fertility, which is 
flooded at high water, but from’which the 
water drains as the river falls, and it was 
to demonstrate the value of these lands 
that Mr. Moulton planted the orchard. He 
made a study ot the kind of trees that 
would stand flooding best, and planted 
them. 
H e is so well pleased with his ex­ 
periment that he is planting more of the 
same kind of land this season. 
What a 
vast difference it would make to Colusa, if 
all that character of land, between the river 
and Butte creek, should be in orchard and 
vineyard, instead of a short crop of wild 
grass. 
And that it will soon be so we are 
confident.—[Colusa Sun. 


F a ir D k a lik o A p p reciated .—The Oak­ 
land Tribune, speaking of the labor troubles 
at the East and the freedom of this coast 
from them, says : “ It speaks well for the 
Central and Southern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
panies and their branch lines, that while 
s'rikes have been the order o f the day all 
over the country for years past, not a strike 
has ever occurred on this coast. 
It shows 
that theCaliforniacompanies arc not grind­ 
ing down their employes, but are liberal in 
their paym ents to the workmen in their 
employ.

SEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Professor William T. Ross, of San Fran­ 
cisco, a well known teacher of elocutionary 
arts and a prominent instructor in vocal 
culture, lias issued through Payet, Upham 
& Co., San Francisco, an octavo volume of 
328 pages, entitled “ Voice Culture and Elo­ 
cution.” It is for sale by C. S. Houghton, 
Sacramento. We have given the volume 
very careful attention, and have no hesita­ 
tion in commending it as an explicit, de­ 
tailed and perfectly lucid book of instruc­ 
tion for the cultivation of voice power— 
and which most men lack—lung develop­ 
ment, vocal organ strengthening and cor­ 
rect reading and delivery. In all these the 
mass of the people are sadly deficient. It 
is safe to say that not one person in twenty 
breathes correctly—that is, to full capacity; 
not one in fifty speaks with the fullness, ease 
and effectiveness of which his or her voice 
is capable. The calesthenics of the lungs, 
the organs of speech, the tongue, palate, the 
throat, should be taught in evert- school. 
The pupils should be given to understand 
the wh 
and wherefore, and be practiced 
and disciplined in them until developing 
power dawns upon them with such force, 
and strength, health and vitality will so in­ 
crease with them, that they will not neglect 
voice training throughout life, but from 
pure love of it, and the enjoyment of its 
results, will “ stick to it." The work of 
Professor Iloss will aid every stulent of 
vocal expression in precisely the right way, 
gradually lead him along the best and 
most pleasant paths, and up to the best 
successes. The work treats fully of enun­ 
ciation, pronunciation, articulation and ex­ 
pression. It gives numerous examples of 
readings, and furnishes the student with 
disciplinary exercises for self-instruction. 
Quite evidently this book is born of ex­ 
perience, for it has all the earmarks of the 
practical. 
From C. S. Houghton, bookseller, Sacra­ 
mento, we have Nos. 10 and 11 of Capell's 
National Library W eekly series. These 
volumes sell at 10 cents each, and are es­ 
teemed the cheapest-priced library issues 
every known. There is no reason why 
every man. woman and child of reading 
taste should not have a very good library 
by taking these little volumes at 10 cents a 
week. Nos. 10 and 11 are “ The Travels of 
Sir John Braundeville, Kt.,” and two of 
Oliver Goldsmith’s dram as—“ She Stoops 
to C onquer” 
and “ The Good-Natured 
M an.” 
Let us suggest that those who wish 
to give these choice and other cheap small 
volumes a stronger binding, that they can 
easily do so. Cut sotue stiff card-boárd a 
little narrower than the width of the book. 
Place these covers so as to give a little over­ 
hanging margin all around, except on the 
back. 
First, however, glue a bit of muslin 
w ith Le Page's ready-made glue, or other 
strong paste, to the back end of the book. 
W hen this sets, fit tlie sides, but see that 
the back edge of each side falls short by 
one-eighth of an inch of the width of the 
book, so that when the muslin is folded 
down a hinge is made. Then anoint the 
edges of the muslin with glue, fold down 
on the covers, and, when set, your little 
book is neatly bound. To prevent soiling 
the covers, do not fold down the muslin 
until the glue is nearly dry, so that it will 
not press out when the muslin is pressed 
down.

The author was an adviser of 
Governor Jackson, his close companion up 
to the time when Price took charge of the 
State troops, when he became Chief of 
Ordnance to General Price. He was a 
close observer; had access to the official 
records. He was, therefore, qualified to 
write this book, for he is a good narrator, 
is courageous in bis position, and practices 
no concealments. H e paysa just and lofty 
tribute to the heroism, trueness and noble 
character of General Lyon. His account 
of the conduct and death of that gallant 
Union officer and his no less gallant com­ 
m and at the battle of W ilson’s Creek, 
where the Confederates crushed Lyon’s 
army, is graphic, dramatic, and rich with 
the warm tribute of a generous foe to 
men worthy his steel. 
The "M agazine of A rt" (Cassell & Co. 
New York,) is at hand for May. The nuni 
bet is rich and varied in illustration. It i« 
made particularly timely by an account of 
the Mary Jane Morgan collections of pict­ 
ures, illustrated

engravings.

which brought one of the highest prices of 
•the sale. A wonderful Constable is also 
reproduced, a picture which brought some

is given, and so are Albert Ryder’s “ The 
Resurrection,” Dognan—Bouveret's exqui­ 
site “ The Orphan in Church,” and Corot’s 
“ The Word Gatherer’s.” 
The opening 
article of the number is on “ Benjamin > 
Disraeli Earl of Beaconslield.” by George' 
Saintsburv. and illustrated with reproduc­ 
tions of Millias’ portrait. 
Following this 
article is one on “ Ceilings and W alls." by 
J. 11. Pollen. 
Leader Scott has the paper 
on “ The Romance of A rt,” and Lewis F. 
Day discusses “Art in Metal W ork.” Rus­ 
sian art is treated of by Valdimir Stassoff. 
“ W hitaker's Almanack ” for 1886 we 
have from Jos. W hitaker. F. S. A.. 12 
W arwick Lane, London. It really is a 
cyclopedia rather than an almanac, since 
it contains all the information usually 
found in a gazetteer, and besides the lists of 
the historic peerage, civil service, naval and 
arm y lists, valuable tables, epitome of Par­ 
liamentary proceedings, sketches of the 
Home, Colonial, and other English Gov­ 
ernments, dramatic summary for 188.5, 
astronomical discoveries, and the weather 
record for 1885.
